Who's Running 
On A Slogan? 


It is a sad fact of political life that cam paig ns 
may be won or lost on slogans, r a th e r than on 
the issues. And yet it seems th e re ought to be 
som e sort of limit to this sort of thing. 


S en ato r 
Kennedy, for example, 
criticized 
Vice P resid en t Nixon the other day for " ru n n in g 
on a slogan 
Pre sum ably the S en ato r meant to 
imply that he himself was offering som ething 
more solid by contrast. But in th e sam e speech 
in which he criticized the Vice President, Senator 
K e n n e d y lapsed into his own slogans — phrases 
like "s tre n g th e n th e United States, . . . move it 
forward, . . . have it stand once again as an in­ 
spiration to all those who wish to be free.” These 
p hrases, thanks to intensive use by th e Senator 
from Massachusetts, already have becom e cliches 
of the 1960 Presidential cam paign 


The Democrat nominee has come up with 
what he calls a five-point plan to " re s c u e ’ Cuba. 
Now. this ii ail well and good. But what does the 
Senator propose? His first two points are so hazy 
as to be m eaningless. One has to do with letting 
the Cubans know we want them to be "free"; the 
other implies that we should e n c o u rag e anti- 
Castro groups. The third says th a t we should 
Hand firm in our d eterm in atio n to keep our 
naval base at Guantanamo Bay. 
W e've already 
warned Castro we would fight to avoid being 
pushed out of G u a n ta n a m o 
T h e fourth is a 
warning to P re m ie r K hrushchev — which we've 
already issued, and the fifth is a batch of lovely 
campaign oratory about " s tre n g th e n in g the cause 
of freedom throughout Latin America, creating 
an atmosphere w h ere liberty will fluorish and 
w here C uban C o m m u n ism will 
be restricted, 
isolated, and left to die on the vine ? 


Som e of these points are well ta ken 
C e r­ 
tainly no one would disagree with th e ever-so* 
eloquent fifth point. But where are the specific 
recom mendations'* What exactly would Senator 
K e n n e d y have us do? And how to accomplish all 
these wonders, devoutly to be wished? The man 
do es n 't say. 
U n d e r the circumstances it seem s a bit out 
of place for S enator Kennedy to accuse Vice 
P re s id en t Nixon of cam paig nin g on slogans His 
own ca m paign leaves much to be desired.
